Tim, Your going to need a MFJ Antenna Analyzer sooner or later so make it 
sooner. Any model works for this. Get a few good Silver Mica capacitors in 
the 5-500 pf range and then make an inductor standard. Mine is on PVC 1/2" 
pipe and I made one that has 100 uH and one with 50 uH measured at 30 MHz. 
They measure the same at 3.5 MHz. 


Now if your capacitors are in the pf range this will work fine. If the 
ones your wanting to measure are 4,500 mf, forget all above. 


Hook the cap to a power supply that makes rated voltage through a 500,000 
ohm resistor. Measure the voltage on the capacitor and if it's the same as 
the power supply, and comes up slowly, it's good.

Pete, 

That is a good suggestion if one can afford and get long pieces of 2X2. 
Around here, the only straight ones are limited to about 8 feet, but you 
could rip long 2X4 lumber to this purpose, or just use 12 foot 2x4 and get 
up about 20 feet. This was a standard mast in ARRL Handbook for years, two 
lower members bolted to one upper flat 2x4 or similar. 


You can guy it with nylon line and even extend the top some with electrical 
thick wall conduit. 


As another not too expensive mast material, the conduit that joins with 
compression fittings in the 2 inch size is pretty stiff, and you can guy it 
to go up to maybe 30 feet.

Those multi-function DVMs are pretty nice, but I don't think they'll 
typically go low enough for a lot of RF work. I have a nice RS DVM that 
does capacitance down to 200 p£ minimum. Not bad but not really low 
enough. And the specified accuracy is +/- 2% of full scale. Full scale 
being 200 nF, that's +/- 4000 pf. Yikes! 


The AADE will go all the way down to about 1 pF, I think. And to the 1 uH 
area in inductance. That's what sold me. Actually, the AADE is a bit 
limited on the top end, but that's typically where your DVM comes in.

Hi all: 


I've been watching this 10m vertical thread wondering what the primary 
purpose of going vertical was. 


On 10m, 20ft will put a horizontal Inv. Vee or dipole up more than a 

halfwave. In turn, the radiation angle of the major lobe will center 

at about 22-24 degrees. A vertical, either ground mounted or 

elevated, with whatever kind of radial system being used, will have 

its major lobe slightly lower by several degrees, but not much lower, and 

the Brewster effect will kill it under 14 degrees. Further, the dipole will show 
about 4dB gain over the vertical at the angles that remain. So, 

there is a serious trade-off in going to a vertical IF a horizontal can 

be put up 20ft. 


Circumstances certainly could dictate the use of a vertical for 10m. 
For what it's worth.... back into my hole :)

Bill, 


Any antenna used on more than one band is a compromise of sorts. A "good" 
multi-band antenna is somewhat in the eye of the beholder--user--since 
space, money, needs, and who knows what else is factored in. I've heard the 
G5RV trashed for years, yet it remains a popular antenna because it is 
easily constructed, it doesn't take up a lot of space, and, yes, it works. 
I've built several over the past 25 years or so for different QTHs and have 
always had pretty good success. Shucks, in 1984 I used a G5RV at 20' and was 
1st place in the world in the 1984 ARRL DX Contest on 80m CW as WONXD/HR2. 
And that was running barefoot. 


Of course, an antenna matching device is needed on most frequencies with the 
G5RV. But with one in line, I use my current one even on the WARC bands. A 
better way to feed it is with 450-ohm feed line, but I've always gone with 
the 300-ohm/coax route. It still works.

Well, once you get the pack open... (Sonic welded packs can sometimes 
be cracked along the weld by freezing the pack with component cooler 
then squeezing carefully just 'next' to the weld...) Most though will 
come 

apart easily once the top plate is removed. I have seen some packs 
that required not only the top plate to be taken off, but also the 
bottom 

charging contact screws to be removed so the pack could 'split'. I'm 
not 

sure how many variants of the RS pack are out there, but the packs are 
pretty much interchangeable between a lot of ICOM, RS, and Maxxon 

HTs. 


There are places that sell ‘pre-made inserts' for the packs. Mr NiCad 
(I believe Yost is their other name) is pretty good. I've ordered packs 
from them, and the girl on the phone wanted to know what radio, what 
pack, and even what version. Then she told me she had 4 different 
inserts. The standard mah, an improved mah (at a higher price, of 
course), a super mah pack, and finally a brute force mah pack that 

would require slight 'machining' to the case to get it in. I ordered

had them in a couple days. They dropped right in.

Gang, 


I read with interest today's posting from Bam, YBOKO/1, about the Lofgren 
"Suburban Multi-Band" dipole. I ended up with an antenna somewhat resembling 
that one, and I can tell you it works well. 


Several years ago several friends and I were at Field Day and were faced with 
the need for an additional multi-band antenna. Butch, K5BR, volunteered to 
construct "a G5SRV" from what we had on hand out there in the woods. He built 
it from memory, and it turned out this way: 51 feet either side of center, 
fed with 31 feet of 450 ohm ladder line, then about 75 feet of RG-58U to the 
radio. For the "Balun Choke" between the ladder line and the coax, Butch 
simply wound about 8 turns of the 75 foot long RG-58U around a one-pound 
coffee can (we recovered the can from a nearby trash barrell), slipped the 


winding off the can and taped it in it's circular shape with plastic 
electrical tape. It performed just fine, despite probably having 
questionable solder joints. After field way, we threw it in a box and it 
ended up in my "junque" box. 


Having just moved to a new QTH, and faced with the need for a temporary 
antenna, I retrieved the "G5RV" from the shed and strung it between two trees 
at a height of only about 25 feet. My "temporary" antenna seems to have 
become permanent because of the excellent multi-band results. 


Curiously, it has an “untuned" low SWR on 40 meters of 1:25 to 1. The SWR is 
"thru the roof" on other bands but is with a range easilly handled by the 
auto tuners in both my K2 and IC-756 Pro as well as my manually cranked 
transmatch. 


This antenna hears well and, using QRP power here, I've been able to work 
everyone I hear..plus busting several DX pileups with 5 watts. Just goes to 
show that one can cobble together an antenna that may not be built "by the 
book" and, if you can get it up in the air a bit, the results can be 
pleasantly surprising. 


By the way, after working a very strong station and learning the op was using 
an indoor antenna, I'm always surprised. And if you have worked Dave 
Gauding, NFOR, who used a stable full of different "quickie" verticals, you 
will not fret much about antennas ever again.

Bob, the MP-1 is so well built it's well worth the $150 price. Alas Ed 
evaluated just the MP-1 kit without the help from Vern, who builds it. I 
and Karl Hess and Bill Brown met Vern at the Fort Tuthill (Flagstaff AZ) 
hamfest in the QRP corner. He was putting a TS-50 and battery ina 
backpack and hooking it to his MP-1. 


During this setup Vern mentioned that for some reason the MP-1 
will not not work well if the small tripod is sitting on the ground. You 
need to put it on a chair or table a foot or 2 above ground. Also when I 
suggested it would be better if the distance from the feed point to the 
coil was longer. Vern then pulled out two tapped tubes and made the length 
2 and 1/2 feet more. Vern said the longer the better. 


Later that evening Vern brought his vertical to our camp and we 
had a shoot out between his vertical and my W3FF dipole on 20 meters. When 
I got my dipole aimed right I was an s unit stronger. On 15 meters the 
MP-1 beat out the W3FF dipole. 


So my message is that the MP-1 is very well built and designed. It 
will work on 80 through 10 meters but not well. Losses on 80, 40 and 30 
meters are too high for QRP. On 20 up it is darn good. Add the tubing and 
elevate the base and the antenna will work fine.

It has QualComm in big letters and 
Kingpro Model KADO303 and was made in China. 


When using the FT-817 with the rear antenna connector to a tuner 
or antenna outside the power supply doesn't make a sound you can hear. But 
if you switch the rig to output to the front BNC and put the 2 meter 
antenna on you hear the power supply s8 on 80 meters! 


So be careful using this supply and I think there should be a way 
to filter the switching spikes better than this supply does.

Bill, as usual, makes some good points and I agree with them all. 


Alex, there is one other aspect to sending that might be involved here - I 
know that it certainly is in my case! 


That is spelling on the fly. Not that you have any problem spelling - the 
problem is coming up with exactly the right sequence of characters for what 
you want to send in real-time on the paddles or straight-key. Sort of a 
problem of mentally organizing what you want to send and then forming each 
character of each word. 


When I started this foolishness at age 15 I could pretty well see in my 
mind's eye everything that I wanted to transmit to the other station. It 
was just a matter of mentally reading off that "text" and sending out the 
characters. 


Now that I have managed 72 trips around our nearest star, I find that 
ability is greatly diminished. 


So, think about this a little and see if perhaps the crutch of writing down 
what you want to send will enable you to send a bit faster and with greater 
confidence. 


Another out for us old coots, as Bill suggests, is just to use a keyboard. 
We can usually think fast enough to hit the right letters and it is up to 
the computer to figure out the dits and dahs. I have never used keyboard CW 
but now that I have a program and keying setup for it - MixW2 RC12 - I look 
forward to giving it a try.

you are right, you can learn to estimate a variable by its number of plates 


and spacing, etc. 


But, one of the best uses I have found for the club MFJ antenna analyzer, 
and the Autek RF 1 antenna analyzer, is in measuring variable caps. 
Especially the Autek, it is direct reading in pf, and you just pick a 
typical frequency and go to it. It is interesting to see the capacitance 
vary as you go higher in the test frequency, due to strays. 


After years of eyeballing caps at swaps, all I have to do now is whip out 
the Autek from a coat pocket and two short clip leads and see directly what 
it is.

Gang, 

On the subject of multiband antennas, almost anything can be made to 
work such if you do 2 things ! Keep feedline losses to a minimum, and 
use a tuner ! Keeping feedline loss to a minimum almost always means 
balanced feedline (450 ohm, 300 ohm whatever for example) I recommend 
the 450 ohm myself since it's easy to find and is very durable and very 
low loss. My multiband setup is a simple 40 meter extended double zepp. 
That's 178 feet of center fed wire fed with 450 ohm window line which 
terminates into an external 4:1 balun outside the shack wall and about 8 
feet of 9913 coax going to the tuner (an MFJ-989 3kw roller inductor 
tuner). With it, I can loadup on all bands 10 thru 160 meters including 
the warc bands with a 1:1 match. Is it a perfect antenna? Of course not 
! But it does work all bands and does so quite well. I have made 


hundreds of contacts over a thousand miles while QRP with the thing ! I 
just cut the thing, put it together, hoisted it up the side of the tower, 
tuned up and on the air in about one hour ! No pruning, no trimming - 


just operating and that's what it"s all about anyway......
